When before Mr. Graham Camp- 
bell, Barrie gave his: age as 32, ard 
described himself as_a“horse-dealer, 
of Queen's Hotel, Leicester-square. 

Mr. C, F. Gill, for the Jocxey Club, 
told the Court that on October 25, 
1919, w race called the Faceby Plate. 
for twoyear olds, was run at the 
Stockton race meeting. Barrie, who |: 
owned and trained horses in bis own 
name, was said to have used the 
name.of A. Pearson, of the Victory 
Hotel, Leicester-square, for the pur- 
poses of entering a horse called Coat 
of Mail for the Faceby Plate. ‘ There 
was a horse of that name, but it had 
never run before, or since, and the 
case, of the Jockey Club, was that it 
did not run-on that day. Instead,
